About 135 parents and teach- 
ers attended the second meet- 
ing of the Belle Glade PTA 
held Monday night at the High 
School Cafetorium, where co- 
ordinator Wayne Fortenber: 
outlined the DCT project, ini 
tiated for the first time this 
year in Belle Glade School. 

The program he said, got off 
to a good start with 13 students 
enrolled and employed with lo- 
cal business firms. These stu- 
dents, selected by their own 
preference for a job as well 
as on the Yhstructor’s and em- 
ployer's consideration of their 
capability and suitability, are 
working four hours afternoons 
daily on the job in addition to 
study courses. 

While aimed at conditioning 
students for post-graduate em- 
ployment, Mr.  Fortenberry 
pointed out too that it does not 
discourage college entry, but 
rather would be helpful in ob- 
taining employment for stu 
dents who wish to continue their 
schooling and must help them- 
selves.
